Hockey is Canada’s #1 spectator sport, but the country’s third largest broadcast market may not 


have any hockey on the radio starting this Hockey Season, which begins in late September. The NHL’s 
Vancouver Canucks have not yet renewed their deal with CISL-650 for play-by-play coverage, and 
there are not even rumors of the team talking to any other radio station. Canucks’ management is 
widely reported to be seriously considering a switch to streaming instead. First, audio streaming in 
place of Radio. And, if that works out, video streaming instead of TV when their current TV contract 
expires next summer. Streaming experts are skeptical that this could work. But the retired manager 
of All Sports CFRN-1260 Edmonton feels that the recent emergence of sports betting apps with 
embedded live video streaming of games on smartphones could quickly become very attractive 
financially to major Sports team owners. Or it might just be that TV broadcast rights are now worth 
so much more than Radio, that Canucks management no longer thinks that Radio is worth the effort. 
However, if a radio broadcast rights contract does get signed, the radio station involved will really 
have to scramble to make it work. Vancouver radio sales personnel normally have the complete 
hockey season booked with ads by June. And it is now September. 

The DX season appears to be off to a very early start this year. Even in the Northerly latitudes 
where the sunset can be late in the evening and twilight even later, New Zealand has been heard in 
Alaska. And, in Alberta, stations from Cuba and Ontario have had surprisingly strong signals that 
have overcome RFI from distant lightning. In the case of CKDO-1580 Oshawa Ontario, Aurora 
conditions elsewhere have eliminated the normal Wyoming, Oregon, and Colorado stations on 1580. 
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Since the CBC first aired lived programming on all CBC TV stations in the 1950s, thanks to a new 

coast-to-coast microwave network, Canada’s television networks have concentrated their efforts on a 

national newscast at 10:00 or 11:00 PM weekday evenings, with individual stations doing local supper 

hour newscasts. Since 2010, on Canada’s first private television network, it has been the CTV 

National News with Lisa LaFlamme at 11:00 PM. Bell, Canada’s 

largest telephone company, now owns CTV and is currently 

facing a Public Relations nightmare over terminating News 

Anchor Lisa LaFlamme’s contract. Even the Wendy’s restaurant 

chain in Canada has temporarily changed their Wendy logo to 

grey hair from red, in support of Lisa’s decision to stop dying 
her hair blonde when COVID-19 lock downs began. Bell seems 
to have been caught by surprise after, as Jesse Kline of the National Post pointed out, there was little 
public reaction as the broadcast industry in Canada shed 13,800 jobs between 2010 and 2021. To date, 
each public statement by Bell regarding their motives for Lisa’s forced departure only seems to make 
things worse, especially in light of a court case that just came to trial, where one of Bell’s top salesmen 
was fired because of a drop in productivity while undergoing chemotherapy cancer treatment. As 
well as television, Lisa also spent 10 years in Radio News at CKKW-1090 Kitchener, Ontario. 

The Facebook page Canadian Radio News by Dan Sys provides much of the information for this 
column, with additional tips from Tim Tromp, Ted Wendland, Radio World and Steve Faguy. 

630 CHED AB Edmonton - A listener reported them off the air on August 24 from 3:00 to 5:00 
PM local time, preceded by announcements that their engineers would be working 
at the transmitter site. It has been almost 15 years since a station engineer stated that 
the transmitter site would have to be moved “in the next 10 years” to make way for 
residential housing, as the City of Edmonton expands. But nothing has been said 
since. 

650 CISL BC Richmond - Five year contract was signed in 2017 for the SN 650 
Vancouver Canucks radio broadcast rights, but the station, Sportsnet 650, is still 
waiting to see if the contract will be renewed. 

750 CKJH SK Melfort - Listed as the only remaining AM Stereo station in Canada, using the 
C-QUAM system, as opposed to HD, on the C-QAM AM Stereo Station Coverage 
Area 2022 map, dated August 20. It actually makes sense given the 1980s trend in 
large farm machinery to include high-end audio systems, and how long farmers keep 
their machinery. 

840 CFCW AB Camrose - Currently, an aerial view of an Edmonton area Corn Maze shows a 
section of trails that read 840 CFCW. Another local farmer was long assumed to be a 
fan of the station who had put the sign on the main highway to Calgary that read 
CFCW Farm. It was only recently discovered that the station’s founder, the late Hal 
Yerxa, actually owned that farm. But it still does not diminish the fact that the station 
has many proud listeners, especially in the rural areas, and that AM is the only way 
to reach them all. The move from 790 to 840 addressed the often severe night time 
interference from KJRB Spokane, Washington before their recent reduction in night 
signal. 

860 CBUP BC Merritt - A move to FM has been requested by the CBC, with 140 Watts on 98.7 
MHz at 1,968 feet above average terrain. The station is a repeater for CBYK-FM 
Kamloops B.C., part of the Radio One network, previously known as the CBC English 
AM network. 

880 CKLOQ MB Brandon - Sale of the station to Pattison Media has been announced but is still 
subject to approval by the CRTC. Founder Jim Pattison bought his first radio station 
in the 1960s, when he and pharmacy owner Ralph Cunningham got together to 
rescue CJOR-600 Vancouver B.C. from potential doom after the BBG (Board of 
Broadcast Governors, the predecessor to the CRTC) ordered the station’s sale. If the 
sale of CKLQ is approved, Pattison will own 48 radio stations in Canada. Five on 
those stations will be in Manitoba, if simulcast CKLQ AM & FM are counted as 
separate stations. As for CKLQ’s current owner, member-owned co-op Westman 
Communications, CRTC approval of this sale to Pattison will leave Westman without 
any radio stations. 

1490 CHTO-10ON Mississauga - License to build this repeater of CHTO-1690 Toronto Ontario 
appears to have expired September 1, though the CRTC has a history of publishing 
some license extensions after the expiry date. CHTO-1 would have been 23 Watts 
during the day but 770 Watts at night, when CHTO-1690 often receives significant 
interference from CJLO-1690 Montreal, Quebec. 
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Eight minutes before sunset on September 3, the first Aurora alert was issued for Edmonton since 
August 17. It is rare for Aurora conditions to be detected before 11:00 PM local time, and more 
typically around 1:00 AM.

WEDM owner Cumulus Media notified the FCC this is back on the air as of August 
2, 2022. They are not. However, the translator is active, [Ding at the top of the hour 
as “Freedom is WFDM AM 1400 and W232CF 94 point 3 Fort Walton Beach” 
confirmed mid-morning August 30 — not even two watts open carrier. The Omni 
website nowhere mentions 1400 AM. Cumulus studio cluster is almost directly 
across the street where the WFTW 1260 AM stick and FM sticks are. Closest I got to 
the WFDM stick was about 200-300 feet due east. The entry is code gated to the west 
on Florida Power & Light access property. Trespassed on to derelict Waste 
Management abandoned bulldozers and dumpster parts dirt and swamp property 
for the stick photo. The Wiki entry is most odd: claims the tower and studios were 
removed awhile back: https://en.m.wikipedia.org/wiki/WFDM (AM). This 
translator is operating without the parent AM active. This has been reported to the 
FCC, Ticket No. 5688746, and my Miami field agent contact has responded that they 
will be investigating. (TK-FL) 

FL Milton - This one which claims to be back on the air per the NRC’s DXN 89-19 
“AM Switch” column. I’ve got a weak carrier, but no audio making it. Bradenton or 
Level Plains, Alabama would be the only other remotely possible contender from 
here daytime. It’s still listed in the new AM Log as “The Ticket 100.3” WTKE-FM as 
a simulcast, but it is not Sports, as flipped to Classic Rock sometime back and is 
separate ownership. So if 1490 is really on, is it in a LMA and simulcasting WTKE- 
FM? Or still Sports and stand-alone? If I recall, this one was never really much more 
than threshold from here on my listens when it was active. Their day omni- 
directional pattern on RadioLocator matches that observation. (TK-FL)

COLOMBIA: 1160 HJOC Su Presencia Radio, Bogota is here ex-1520 kHz, leases the frequency that 
belongs to the Radipolis Group of William Vinasco. Until the end of July the Uniminuto Radio signal 
was broadcast on this frequency parallel 1580 kHz. The HJLI 1520 frequency is currently inactive.

DJIBOUTI: 1539 R.Djibouti heard testing here. [Tarek Zeidan via Mauno Ritola, ARC mv-eko] 

LITHUANIA: 1557 R.Pravda, Sitkunai (50 kW) is on the air, providing independent information 
in Russian to Russia and Belarus. The signal can be received well at night throughout Europe. There 
is a strong night signal in cities like Saint-Petersburg, Moscow and Minsk and it also covers the whole 
territory of the Ukraine. Even on Russia's border with Norway in the Arctic, the signal is still quite 
good, as well as in Novosibirsk, which is some 1,500 km from the transmitter site.

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Chungju. Stations whose press releases do not mention MW suspension are as follows, possibly 
indicating they will continue on MW: 765 HLCQ Daejeon, 819 HLCN Gwangju, 846 HLAU Ulsan, 
855 HLCX Jeonju, 900 HLKV Seoul, 990 HLAP Gyeongnam-Changwon, 1107 HLAV Pohang, 1287 
HLAX Chungbuk-Cheongju, 1287 HLAF Gangwon Yeongdong-Gangneung, 1350 HLAQ Gangwon

From the Archives 


75 Years Ago: From the September 20, 1947 issue of DX News: The NRC DX 
contest rules for 1947-48 were announced; points were based on listener’s 
distance from station and bonus points awarded for DX tests. Entry fee is 25 
cents. Stations must be heard between October 1 and March 31 and verified 
with a QSL being received by June 30 to count towards the contest. The NRC 
and the Newark News Radio Club have agreed to cooperate on arranging DX 
tests this year. 

50 Years Ago: From the September 23, 1972 issue of DX News: The full 
current EBU list of European stations was published “[iJn anticipation of what 
promises to be the best season for Transatlantic reception in quite a few years,” 
which included precise frequency measurements for each station (to the nearest 
Hz). The BBC reorganization took effect on September 2, with new frequencies for local BBC Radio 4 
stations and several new BBC local stations. 

25 Years Ago: From the September 22, 1997 issue of DX News: NRC membership is at about 775 
members. Jean Burnell published a daytime bandscan taken at Guardalavaca, Holguin Province, 
Cuba on April 9-10. Bruce Conti explained how to build a noise reducing matching transformer for 
an outdoor longwire antenna. Mark Connelly and Al Merriman reviewed the MFJ-1026 phasing unit 
(good on MW with modifications). Mike Brooker in Toronto looked forward to CBL’s planned move 
from 740 khz to 99.1 MHz FM next year. 

10 Years Ago: From the September 17, 2012 issue of DX News: CKGM Montreal, until recently on 
990 kHz, has been heard testing on 690. The 33rd Edition of the NRC AM Log is now available.

You mentioned in a recent muse, Linda, about squirrels chewing on a lead-in from one of your 
antennas. I had the same squirrel problem many moons ago with the support rope hanging a ham 
dipole. After numerous repairs, someone tipped me off that putting car grease on the areas being 
chewed would keep the squirrels away. Worked perfectly, dipole remained up........ 

One of the DX items we all do during the summer is the baseball nets. Over the years, I’ve logged 
the vast majority of the stations in New York State. One holdout was WRNY — 1350, Rome. Monitoring 
1350 a handful of times over the last few weeks revealed Yankees PBP fading in and out of the pile. 
WRNY is the only listed Yankees affiliate on 1350. Did not catch an ID, so in reporting it here, I’ll say, 
redundantly, “very probable.” But I’ll count it as heard in my log...... 

I’ve always been impressed by the older (1930’s-50’s) radios which had United States call letters on 
the dial face, and others which had international city names for the shortwave bands. While my SONY 
ICF EX5 MKII (I believe still in production) kinda fit that bill, I always wanted one of that radio 
predecessors, the SONY ICF S5W, because it featured the revolving drum with call letters from my 
earlier DX’ing days. I finally got one from eBay in great condition, and paid accordingly. The circuitry 
in both SONY’s reportedly is similar, with the MKII having somewhat better image rejection. I did a 
receiving duel with them when in the Adirondacks a few weeks ago. The MKII’s selectable sync aside, 
both seemed to have identical selectivity and sensitivity. However, the audio on each is noticeably 
different. The MKII’s audio seems “cleaner” and crisper, but both seemed equal in digging out weak 
signals. But when it came time to tune in WCBS-880 in the afternoon for the Mets game, a buddy of 
mine felt the MKII’s audio was more pleasant for program listening. Didn’t do much of an FM 
comparison, seemed as if both FM’s were good, not great. Enter another recent long wanted 
acquisition, the Panasonic RF-2200. It’s FM was noticeably better than both SONY’s. On AM, the RF- 
2200’s selectivity seemed a bit better; sensitivity seemed about the same, but the much vaunted 
powerful audio clarity of the RF-2200 made copying weak signals easier to ID. Plus, program listening 
was, of course, better.

Recently I received veries for WMST and WWKY tests of April 10 to add to my collection, which 


dates back to the 1960s. Thanks to the NRC/IRCA Courtesy Program Committee for their work in 
setting up tests and making sure reports are verified. 

My 4 outdoor antennas and two indoor loops are now in proper working order and waiting for the 
new season to begin. Though the heat and humidity have abated in the past week, static crashes can 
still be heard most nights. Encouraged by Jim Renfrew’s upstate NY reception of WFLO on 870, I 
tried a few times, but so far the best I could do was pull my “local” WWL in New Orleans out of the 
noise on the Sangean PR-D5. Of course, I might have had a different result if I hadn’t been so lazy 
and had gotten out of bed to try the one of the SDRs with the amplified loop. I thought about leaving 
that setup on record but was concerned about possible damage in the event of a random electrical 
crash while I was asleep. Looking ahead to a time when it’s safe to do that, I plan to set up the RSPDx 
on SDRUno and the Airspy R2/Spyverter on the newest version of SDR# on different computers as 
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well as the C.Crane Skywave SSB with the SONY recorder to record overnights. I’m curious to see 
which, if any of them, does a better job.

Add to that, some stations are not even bothering to turn their AMs on these days, except long 
enough to keep the AM license alive. They have found a loophole in the rules I was told by one CE. 
It is a lot less to run 250w ERP on FM, than it is to run a 1-5 kW AM transmitter that few listen to. 
Also FM has Stereo, which most AMs do not. In time, the FCC will probably change the rules, forced 
by the NAB to be able to run translators separately from the AM.

I think, by the time EVs make up a considerable share of on-road vehicles in North America, there 
will be very few people left who've even heard about AM radio. 

I don't have stats for Canada, but the U.S. recently reached a made-up "tipping point" of EVs 
counting for 5% of new registrations. But with huge differences from state to state — especially CA 
but also DC, OR, and WA far ahead of the rest. So, what does that mean in actual cars on the road? 
Comparing with the world's EV leader Norway where 85-90% of all new vehicles are EVs, the actual 
on-road share is 16-18% - somewhat higher in the larger urban areas. My guess is that for the U.S. to 
reach a 20% on-road share we're talking at least 15 years. For rural areas probably a lot longer. 

Also, a rapid transformation to EVs requires political and popular consensus, which there is (for 
the most part) in Norway and some other European countries. With the political divides of the US, I 
really don't see that coming. 

Judging from numerous threads on reflectors and Facebook, many current ICE vehicles have poor 
AM performance. If that is the case, then any threat to AM radio reception in the short term (15-30 
years) is not caused by EVs, but by car manufacturers not equipping their ICE cars with decent 
reception.

Radio History Revisited 
What’s in the Water in Nashville? 


Something in that city led to revolution in the radio broadcasting world 
Kenneth D. MacHarg 


In a previous article in this series we looked at the enormous influence that Nashville radio station 
WSM had on national broadcasting and in the world of country music. 

But, Nashville’s radio history isn’t limited to just WSM. Take a quick look at another 50,000 watt 
station there (WLAC) and learn something about another form of music—Rhythm and Blues. 

First, a quick definition. Rhythm and Blues, frequently abbreviated as R&B or R'n'B, is a genre of 
popular music that originated in African-American communities in the 1940s. The term was 
originally used by record companies to describe recordings marketed predominantly to urban 
African Americans, at a time when “urbane, rocking, jazz based music with a heavy, insistent beat” 
was becoming more popular. 

R&B lyrical themes often captured the African-American 
experience of pain and the quest for freedom and joy, as well as 
triumphs and failures in terms of relationships, economics, and 
aspirations. 

The term “Rhythm and Blues” has undergone a number of 
shifts in meaning. In the early 1950s, it was frequently applied to 
Blues records. Starting in the mid-1950s, after this style of music 
contributed to the development of Rock and Roll, the term “R&B” was used to refer to music styles 
that developed from and incorporated electric blues, as well as gospel and soul music. 

From the 1960s to 1970s, several British bands such as the Rolling Stones, the Who and the Animals 
were referred to and promoted as being R&B bands. By the end of the 1970s, the term “rhythm and 
blues” had changed again and was used as a blanket term for soul and funk. 

Enter WLAC, the powerful Nashville station that helped introduce R&B to the world. 

In 1946, a few Black college students approached a local radio DJ with a stack of records. Back from 
serving in World War II and studying on the G.I. Bill, they wanted to hear something different on 
Nashville station WLAC. On-air personality Gene Nobles agreed, and after dark he began replacing 
pop songs with boogie, blues and jazz records on the station. 

Nobles started spinning 78s from the likes of swingin’ piano player Pete Johnson and saxophone 
bluesman Bull Moose Jackson. Mail began pouring in from corners of the South and Midwest. People 
wanted to know more. And they wanted to hear more. 
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By way of the 50,000-watt clear-channel broadcast, the station stumbled into music history. WLAC 
became what’s believed to be the first high-powered gatekeeper to play R&B records, introducing 
listeners to Duke Ellington, Meade Lux Lewis, Johnny Ace and—years later—Little Richard, B.B. 
King, Aretha Franklin, Wilson Pickett, James Brown, Otis Redding and countless others. 

For some, WLAC pumped out of living room stereos. Others tucked battery-powered receivers 
under pillows and listened to songs between ads for baby chicks and pomade. 

WLAC stood as a beacon for R&B music — a crucial bricklayer in building towering legacies out 
of timeless entertainers. It didn’t last as long on air, but some could argue these pioneering playlists 
out of Nashville proved as influential during its time as WSM radio, another 50,000-watt station out 
of Music City known for hosting the indelible country program the Grand Ole Opry. 

“The influence that WLAC wielded in the R&B world, it just can hardly be overstated. It provided 
as a cultural experience for millions of African Americans while also transforming the lives of 

; millions of white teenagers,” said Michael Gray, 
executive senior director of editorial and interpretation 
at the Country Music Hall of Fame. 

On a given night, the WLAC signal stretched from 
Canada to the Caribbean. It once reached as many as 40 
states, and anywhere from five to 10 million listeners 
tuned in during peak years, per Tennessean archives. 
— White disc jockeys Nobles, John “John R.” Richbourg, 
Herman Grizzard and Bill “Hoss” Allen — dubbed the 50,000-watt Quartet — anchored shifts from 
downtown Nashville with fast-talking ad copy and gravely Southern voices that led many listeners 
to believe they were Black (the station later hired Don Whitehead, a Tennessee State alumni and lone 
Black member of on-air talent who broke ground as one of the first African American radio hosts at 
a location the size of WLAC). 

Little Richard heard his breakout hit “Tutti Frutti” on the radio for the first time via WLAC, 
according to an authorized biography. 

From the late 1940s through at least the '60s, WLAC anchored a growing ecosystem for R&B music 
in Nashville. 

Local spots Randy's Record Shop and Ernie's Record Mart teamed with DJs to sell mail-in album 
orders. Richbourg anchored a program called “Ernie's Record Parade,” and Nobles would often tell 
his listeners Randy's was “the place for R&B records. 

Plugs for these stores became ritual on WLAC, joining ads for Royal Crown brand pomade and 
jingles for White Rose petroleum. And it worked — they soon overflowed with business. By the early 
1960s, Ernie's received at least 1,000 mail orders a day out of Nashville. 

Strong sales led Randy's owner Randy Wood to launch Dot Records, which later released music 
from 1950s pop star Pat Boone; Ernie's owner Ernie Young started Nashboro and Excello Records, the 
latter once featuring formative artists Slim Harpo and Earl Gaines. Excello releases reached overseas, 
influencing a young Mick Jagger and Keith Richards. 

Ernie's advertised records in package deals, said Carpenter, who once performed as soul artist 
Freddie North. In the early '60s, Carpenter worked in marketing for Nashboro. 

In the 1970s came programming changes at WLAC as audience interests shifted and competition 
grew. It wouldn't be the only major R&B station forever.
